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Continuation of 3. NOTE: New claims 66 and 67 require further search and/or consideration. 
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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's amendments to claim 36 overcome the rejections under 35 USC 112 first and second paragraphs 
made in the previous office action. It is the Examiner's position that Martin (US 4,756,708) still anticipates claim 36 because Martin clearly 
discloses the use of a flexible catheter with an obturator having a tip or "cutting tip." The Examiner suggests addition of structure pertinent 
to Applicant's "cutting tip" in claim 36 to distinguish Applicant's invention over the Martin reference. It is further noted that "for harvesting 
and transplantation" is merely intended use and is met by the Martin reference because the extracted tissue could be used for any purpose 
depending on the conditions necessitating tissue extraction. 

Similarly, amended claim 36 could still be rejected under 35 USC 1 02(b) over Golbus et al. because Golbus et al. clearly disclose insertion 
of a needle having a sharp or "cutting tip." Regarding, the limitation "for harvesting and transplantation," it is noted again that this is merely 
intended use, as previously discussed, and is met by the Golbus et al. reference. 

If claim 36 were amended to positively recite the steps of harvesting and transplantation, claim 36 would be rejected over prior art related to 
fetal tissue engineering, for e.g. where fetal tissue is harvested using a minimally invasive technique and is then transplanted back into the 
fetus upon delivery of the fetus for treatment of a prenatally diagnosed birth defect. 
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
